A) Claim 1 is drawn to a carrier with a non-cationic surface, which can accumulate on a 
damage site of a tissue. 

Deb et al (US Patent No. 5,647,662 issued in 1997) discloses a non-cationic liposome 
used for gene therapy (col 17, lines 53-55). Deb et al discloses that the non-cationic 
liposome can be made of dioleoylphosphatidylcholine or phosphatudylethanolamine (col 
17, lines 60-64), which are the same materials disclosed in the specification of the 
instant application to make the non-cationic carrier of the instantly claims (see par 
[0045] of the specification). Therefore, Deb et al discloses the instantly claimed 
invention and therefore the instant claims lack a special technical feature.
